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DETAILED ACTION 

112 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claims 7-9 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, maintained in the 
Final Office Action, has been overcome by applicant's amendment. The amendment 
narrows the claim set (as was previously done for claims 1-6 and 13) by deleting the 
limitation with respect to actinoid elements. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 and 11-14 are allowed for reasons of record.
